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Our  Duty 

The  State  of  North  Carolina  requires  that  an  applicant  desir- 
ing to  practice  dentistry  in  the  State  must  satisfy  the  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners  that  he  has  spent  at  least,  or  what  is  equiva- 
lent to,  fifteen  years  in  preparatory  schools  and  dental  college 
work.  Having  proven  by  a  series  of  examinations  that  he  is 
worthy  of  advancement,  he  is  admitted  to  full  membership  in  the 
dental  profession,  in  order  that  he  might  perform  a  greater 
service  for  humanity. 

To  be  a  dentist,  practicing  what  you  have  learned  in  a  college, 
is  one  thing.  To  be  an  inquiring  ethical  practitioner  of  dentistry 
and  a  member  in  good  standing  in  your  dental  society,  is  another. 
In  the  first  case,  you  say  to  the  world  that  you  are  satisfied 
with  yourself  and  don't  care  to  advance  further.  In  the  latter 
case,  your  definite  stand  on  the  side  of  progress,  your  many 
sacrifices  for  the  profession,  and  your  eagerness  to  search  after 
new  truths,  places  yon  deservedly  with  those  who  have  given 
and  are  giving  to  dentistry  the  place  it  deserves.

LAST  CALL  FOR  DUES 
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THE  DENTAL  FEE 

In  a  recent  editorial  in  a  local  paper,  the  point  was  made  that, 
with  the  various  facilities  for  one  to  receive  an  education,  the 
time  had  passed  when  mistakes  and  errors  could  be  condoned 
with  the  remark,  "Well,  he  did  the  best  he  could."  How  true 
in  its  application  to  the  dentist  of  today.  A  high  entrance  stand- 
ard at  the  outset  and  modern  colleges  teaching  the  fundamentals. 
But  just  here  the  dentist  of  today  does  one  of  two  things :  he 
either  goes  forward  or  he  goes  backward.  Two  roads  are  before 
him :  the  one  forward,  passing  successively  through  the  local, 
district,  State  and  American  Dental  Societies.  The  other  leads 
backward  through  thought  stagnation,  insularity,  narrowness, 
and  jealousies ;  and  where  is  the  application  of  this  thought  to 
dental  fees? 

A  dental  service  has  a  definite  value,  but  it  must  be  conceded 
that  a  dental  service  isn't  like  a  pound  of  sugar.  That  is  to  say, 
that  a  gold  restoration  made  and  inserted  by  one  dentist  is  cer- 
tainly of  a  greater  value  to  the  patient  than  would  be  the  same 
restoration  if  inserted  by  an  inferior  technician.  AVith  the  same 
line  of  reasoning  in  mind,  it  is  hard  to  conceive  just  how  one 
could  be  influenced  by  the  fact  that  one  dentist  charges  more 
or  less  than  another  for  what  might  seem  to  be  the  same  work. 
But  just  here  we  find  the  important  difference.  In  the  majority 
of  cases,  the  denist  who  is  able  to  receive  the  better  fee  for  his 
service  is  usually  the  one  who  has  attended  his  dental  society 
meetings,  not  for  a  moment  ignoring  the  local,  district  and 
State.  By  attendance  upon  these  various  society  meetings,  he 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  see  and  to  hear  the  very  best  that  is 
produced  by  the  most  acutely  active  minds  in  the  dental  pro- 
fession of  today. 

And  what  bearing  does  the  question  of  dental  fees  have  upon 
the  average  dentist  ?  A  most  vital  one,  it  would  seem.  The  care 
of  his  family,  while  he  lives,  a  provision  for  their  future  care  in 
case  of  his  death,  a  certain  amount  of  time  for  recreation,  in 
justice  to  himself  and  his  family,  and  a  certain  provision  for 
his  own  rainy  day.  He  is  entitled  to  this  living  wage  plus,  only 
provided  he  shall  have  made  a  conscientious  endeavor  to  have 
done  his  work  honestly  and  well.  And  again,  he  must  invoke 
the  aid  of  his  local,  district,  State  and  American  Dental  Societies.

purpose  of  mutual  improvement  and  to  further  the  interest  of 
the  profession.

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CO-OPERATION 

The  present  is  recognized  as  a  day  of  co-operative  effort  and 
group  activities.  Very  little  of  major  import  is  accomplished 
by  the  individual  or  by  individual  effort  except  as  the  individual 
lends  himself  to  the  establishment  of  group  harmony  and  the 
advancement  of  the  team  as  a  whole.  We  see  the  group  idea 
carried  out  in  every  line  of  activity.  It  is  evident  in  the  civic, 
industrial  and  even  the  religious  world.  Likewise,  few  men  have 
even  attained  greatness  or  prominence  by  holding  themselves 
aloof  from  the  rank  and  file,  thus  assuming  a  "holier  than  thou" 
attitude.  On  the  other  hand,  almost  invariably  these  things  are 
brought  about  by  that  personal  contact  that  comes  only  in  being 
"one  of  the  boys,"  with  a  specific  part  to  play,  whether  it  be  as 
a  private  in  the  ranks  or  the  work  of  the  man  higher  up.  So, 
in  our  own  profession,  no  man  can  be  the  dentist  he  otherwise 
would  be  if  he  fails  to  associate  himself  with  those  who  are 
banded  together  for  a  common  purpose,  the  advancement  of 
dentistry.  Surely,  any  one  that  really  gives  the  matter  serious 
consideration  would  readily  see  that  to  fail  to  become  a  member 
of  an  organization  like  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  is  to 
be  guilty  of  a  grave  injustice  not  only  to  the  dental  profession 
and  the  public  he  serves,  but  to  himself  and  family  as  well. 

The  dentistry  of  yesterday  will  not  suffice  for  today,  nor  will 
that  of  today  fill  tomorrow's  requirements;  and  the  man  who 
fails  to  recognize  that  in  order  to  practice  modern  dentistry  he 
will  have  to  mix  and  mingle  with  others  who  are  daily  con- 
fronted with  the  same  problems  that  he  meets  will  soon  find 
himself  losing  ground,  and  certainly  to  a  marked  degree  un- 
successful. 

The  public  takes  cognizance  of  our  interest  or  lack  of  interest 
in  the  activities  of  our  dental  organizations,  whether  we  realize 
it  or  not,  and  suspicion  is  soon  aroused  when  a  man  ignores  his 
profession  to  the  extent  that  he  fails  to  associate  himself  with 
his  fellow  dentists.  He  is  soon  properly  regarded,  not  as  a  pro- 
fessional man  of  high  ideals,  with  a  desire  to  render  mankind 
genuine  service,  but  more  or  less  as  a  parasite  with  none  but  mer- 
cenary motives.

JOIN  OUR  SOCIETY 
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WHY  A  STATE  SOCIETY? 

This  is  a  question  that,  at  some  time  or  other,  has  come  sub- 
conciously  into  the  mind  of  almost  every  dentist.  Is  there  really 
any  reason  why  we  should  associate  and  pay  dues  in  to  an  organ- 
ization of  any  kind  ? 

While  there  are  some  good  men  out  of  their  State  Association, 
I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  you  will  find  95  per  cent  of  the  best 
men  in  it.     There  is  a  reason. 

The  men  who  join  State  associations  and  then  drop  out  are 
out  because  they  expected  to  get  more  out  of  it  than  they  were 
willing  to  put  into  it,  and  they  have  been  disappointed. 

The  State  Association  and  its  formative  branches,  the  local 
and  district  societies,  offer  a  broadening  influence  to  each  member 
that  will  make  him  a  better  dentist  or  will  make  him  realize  that 
he  should  be  better  than  he  is. 

If  he  is  willing  to  put  something  in  for  what  he  takes  out,  he 
automatically  goes  to  work  to  get  something  out  of  his  society 
and  that  is  really  what  he  is  putting  in.  That  which  he  thinks  he 
is  getting  out  is  the  exchange  of  ideas  that  are  worth  while,  the 
confidence  of  men  whose  confidence  is  worth  something  to  him, 
the  opinions  of  men  whose  opinions  are  valuable  and  a  stimulus 
from  unborn  ideas  to  accomplish  more  in  the  future. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  he  thinks  he  has  gotten  ;  but  these 
are  the  things  that  he  has  pnt  in,  and  other  men  have  gotten 
from  him. 

To  be  a  dentist  is  one  thing.  To  practice  dentistry  is  another, 
and  no  man  who  is  merely  a  dentist  and  works  by  himself  is 
ever  able  to  be  the  man  he  could  have  been  had  he  had  the  broad- 
ening influence  of  association. 

The  Dental  Association  is  the  dentist's  clearing  house  of  ideas 
— ideas  that  carry  a  time-saving  value  and  a  cash  value  as  well, 
but.  most  of  all,  is  that  elevation  of  professional  self-respect 
which  invariably  comes  to  the  man  to  whom  respect  is  shown. 

Some  of  the  best  and  most  valuable  men  in  our  societies  today 
were  poor  operators  until,  through  association,  they  realized 
their  deficiencies  and  resolved  to  be  as  good  as  the  best,  and 
with  that  determination  they  have  only  brought  out  that  which 
was  in  them  and  have  given  to  the  science  and  served  humanity 
to  a  larger  degree. 

From  association  and  personal  contact,  we  often  find  men  we 
didn't  know.  The  fellow  we  thought  was  bad  we  found  had  a 
warm  heart  and  red  blood.  The  man  whom  we  found  to  be  a 
good  friend  was  probably  the  same  fellow  we  thought  we  didn't 
like.

ADVANTAGE  OF  THE  STATE  SOCIETY  MEETING  TO 
THE  INDIVIDUAL  DENTIST 

The  benefit  derived  for  the  people  he  serves  should  be  the  first 
consideration  of  every  dentist  for  attending  the  State  meeting. 
It  is  only  through  the  diffusion  of  ideas  that  dentistry  has  out- 
grown all  other  professions  in  its  short  history.  This  progress 
has  come  only  by  direct  association.  A  dentist  that  remains  a 
law  unto  himself  in  a  community  may  be  exceptionally  good 
along  certain  lines  (and  is  so  considered  by  his  profession),  but 
he  never  grows  because,  satisfied  with  his  proficiency,  he  fails 
to  realize  advancing  pathology — a  knowledge  of  which  is  more 
essential  to  the  safety  of  his  patient  than  an  error  in  technique. 
The  men  of  every  profession  and  business  within  the  State  are 
advertent  to  the  advantages  gained  from  a  personal  exchange 
of  experiences  or  knowledge  given  by  the  intelligent  thinkers  of 
the  respective  vocations.  The  professional  man  of  any  com- 
munity who  feels  it  his  duty  to  remain  at  his  post  when  his 
State  society  is  in  session  is  questioned  by  the  more  advanced  of 
his  clientele.

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ADVANTAGES  OF  THE  DISTRICT  MEETINGS  TO  THE 
INDIVIDUAL  DENTISTS 

"What  do  we  get  out  of  life?  Just  what  we  put  into  it — noth- 
ing more.  When  man  in  his  chosen  business  or  profession  ceases 
to  put  forth  his  best  efforts  to  grow  and  progress,  he  stops  grow- 
ing, wavers  for  a  time  at  the  top,  and  then  starts  downhill.

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ADVANTAGES  OF  THE  AMERICAN  DENTAL  ASSOCIA- 
TION MEETING  TO  THE  INDIVIDUAL  DENTIST 

The  dentist  who  does  not  make  it  a  practice  to  attend  with 
some  degree  of  regularity  the  meetings  of  the  American  Dental 
Association  cannot  realize  the  good  that  can  come  from  the  con- 
tact with  fellow  practitioners  gathered  together  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  and  some  from  foreign  countries.  The  mere  fact 
of  association  with  other  men  engaged  in  the  same  line  of  thought, 
facing  the  same  kind  of  problems  and  dealing  with  the  same  type 
of  individuals — in  other  words,  living  to  a  large  extent  the  same 
professional  life  that  we  are  living — is  worth  the  time  and  money 
it  costs,  to  say  nothing  of  the  papers  and  clinics  that  are  pre- 
sented in  such  abundance  and  that  are  so  largely  worth  while. 
It  is  here  that  we  get  the  very  latest  thought  and  reports  of 
research  work  that  is  being  done  by  such  men  as  Howe,  Price, 
Hartsell,  and  many  others.  No  one  man  has  things  his  own  way ; 
there  is  always  one  or  more  to  take  issue  with  the  speaker,  and 
if  necessary  make  him  prove  his  statements.  But  for  the  inter- 
change of  thought  and  ideas  our  profession  would  stagnate,  and 
it  is  here  that  Ave  get  the  greatest  insight  into  the  things  that 
are  occupying  the  thought  of  the  advanced  thinkers  and  workers. 

At  the  Louisville  meeting  there  were  eight  thousand  dentists 
in  attendance,  so  the  papers  said,  and  to  see  the  great  crowd 
milling  around  the  hotel  lobbies,  it  did  not  require  much  stretch 
of  the  imagination  to  believe  that  the  estimate  was  not  far  from 
correct.  Some  one  who  is  not  familiar  with  the  workings  of  the 
society  might  want  to  know  how  so  many  men  could  see  what  is 
going  on.  Well,  no  one  person  can  see  it  all,  but  the  convention 
is  so  arranged  that  you  can  decide  from  the  program  what  is  of 
the  most  interest  to  you  and  go  to  that  section,  each  day  selecting 
the  subject  that  appeals  most  to  you. 

At  this  period  in  the  history  of  dentistry,  when  the  eyes  of 
the  world  are  on  us  as  never  before,  because  the  world  is  realiz- 
ing the  fact  that  the  teeth  are  playing  a  most  important  part  in 
the  health  of  the  people,  we  can  not  afford  to  leave  anything 
undone  that  will  add  to  the  sum  total  of  our  knowledge  regard- 
ing this  vital  question.  The  M.  D.'s  are  looking  to  us  to  help 
them  in  their  diagnoses;  the  public  is  coming  to  us  for  our  own 
diagnoses — hence  our  responsibility  is  increasing  each  day.  The 
American  Dental  Association  offers  wonderful  opportunity  for 
one  to  study  X-ray  work.  The  leading  radiographers  are  giv- 
ing the  results  of  their  study  and  experiments,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  to  show  some  of  the  grievous  mistakes  that  are  being 
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made  in  X-ray  interpretation.  Dentistry  must  always  be  more 
or  less  of  a  mechanical  science,  but  it  can  not  and  will  not  be 
purely  such.  The  pathology  of  the  mouth  is  so  very  important 
that  we  cannot  neglect  it  if  we  would,  and  would  not  if  we  could. 
Let's  make  it  our  business  to  attend  these  meetings  and  keep 
abreast  of  modern  thought  in  our  profession.  Human  lives  are 
being  lengthened  or  shortened  by  what  we  are  doing  or  not  doing 
in  the  mouths  of  the  people.

There  is  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  one 
possesses  knowledge  that  will  he  helpful  and  beneficial  to  his 
fellow-men.  lie  is  to  he  admired  and  respected  by  all  who  know 
him,  and  the  broader  his  knowledge  and  training  the  more  useful 
will  be  his  life  to  the  public.

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EDITORIAL    COMMENT 


OUR  PROBLEM 

Realizing,  as  the  public  and  the  whole  world  is  fast  beginning 
to  realize,  that  we  are  no  longer  to  be  considered  as  fillers  of  teeth, 
and  being  mindful  that  the  wonderful  advancement  of  our  pro- 
fession in  this  State  has  been  brought  about  solely  through  the 
efforts  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  the  clearing  house 
of  our  profession,  the  medium  of  our  exchange  of  ideas  through 
which  alone  we  are  able  to  progress,  we  feel  that  every  ethical 
practitioner  in  the  State  should  be  a  member  of  our  society. 

Of  the  608  dentists  in  the  State,  only  370  are  at  present  in  good 
standing.  A  letter  to  each  of  the  non-members,  recpiesting  a 
statement  as  to  why  they  had  not  joined  our  society  or  if  they 
had  joined  why  they  had  allowed  their  membership  to  lapse, 
brought  many  reasons — some  good,  most  of  them,  however,  merely 
showing  the  tendency  in  all  of  us  to  be  a  little  lax — the  member 
lax  in  not  paying  his  dues  on  time ;  the  officers  of  the  society  lax 
in  not  being  sufficiently  insistent. 

Several  letters  have  been  written  to  each  non-member  by 
dentists  prominent  in  their  respective  districts,  and  this  issue  of 
The  Bulletin  has  been  prepared  with  a  view  to  showing  not  that 
it  is  desirable  that  all  ethical  dentists  become  members  of  our 
society,  but  that  it  is  a  "necessity"  if  we  expect  to  render  the 
service  which  the  public  expects  and  demands  and  to  which  it 
is  justly  entitled. 
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GO  GET  'EM 

The  ground  having  been  prepared,  it  is  hoped  that  each  dis- 
trict secretary  will  follow  up  with  a  special  drive,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  bring  our  membership  to  a  high-water  mark.  However, 
do  not  wait  for  the  officers  to  do  it  all.  Let  each  member  of  our 
society  consider  himself  a  committee  of  one  to  "Go  Get  'em." 
If  you  know  a  dentist  who  is  entitled  to  join,  bring  him  in. 


ANOTHER  PROBLEM 

Let  us  not  be  content  with  increasing  our  membership,  but 
let  us  co-operate  to  build  our  organization  to  where  it  will  be  so 
broad  and  helpful  that  our  members  may  be  brought  to  realize 
that  they  cannot  afford  to  miss  a  single  meeting. 

The  next  issue  of  The  Bulletin^  will  be  devoted  to  this  idea. 
Every  one  will  be  expected  to  offer  suggestions,  and  there  will 
be  a  special  section  for  the  "Hammer  Brigade."  Get  ready  to 
get  it  off  your  "chist."

D.  M.  D.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.— Early  Rec- 
ognition of  Departure  from  Normal  Arch  Development 
and  Treatment  which  May  be  Offered  by  the  General 
Practitioner. 

W.  G.  Trelford.  L.  D.  S.,  D.  D.  S.,  Toronto,  Ontario,  Can- 
ada— Periodontia. 

The  work  which  Dr.  Akers  has  presented  before  the  American 
Dental  Association,  the  Chicago  Dental  Society,  and  other  large 
conventions  during  recent  years  insures  some  very  helpful  in- 
struction in  this  important  field  of  dental  service. 

Dr.  Rickert,  who  is  professor  of  physiological  chemistry  and 
hygiene  in  the  University  of  Michigan,  has  done  considerable 
work  in  his  effort  to  determine  when  pulpless  teeth  may  be  treated 
with  reasonable  hope  for  success.  He  has  also  carried  on  exten- 
sive research  in  the  University  of  Michigan  regarding  treatment 
and  filling  of  root  canals.  As  the  pulpless  tooth  presents  a  very 
perplexing  problem  to  most  dentists.  Dr.  Rickert 's  instruction 
should  be  very  helpful. 

Dr.  Pullen 's  work  as  an  author  on  the  subject  of  orthodontia, 
both  in  the  current  literature  and  in  textbook  form,  has  made 
his  name  familiar  to  most  dentists.  Much  helpful  service  could 
be  rendered  many  children  and  long  tedious  orthodontic  treat- 
ment at  a  later  age  prevented  if  simple  treatment  by  the  family 
dentist  were  started  when  the  arches  show  their  first  indications 
of  deformities.  Dr.  Pullen 's  long  study  of  this  subject  should 
make  his  course  of  instruction  very  profitable. 

Dr.  W.  G.  Trelford,  associate  professor  of  periodontia  in  the 
University  of  Toronto,  has  been  in  close  co-operation  with  Dr. 
Harold  Box  in  his  study  of  periodontia  for  several  years.     He 
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has  also  been  in  intimate  touch  with  the  work  of  Stillman  and 
McCall.  In  1924  he  presented  this  subject  before  the  American 
Dental  Association  of  Europe  in  Amsterdam  and  the  American 
Dental  Society  of  London,  England. 

The  schedule  will  be  so  arranged  that  each  member  in  attend- 
ance will  have  an  opportunity  to  get  all  the  instruction  presented 
by  each  clinician.  Registration  will  be  limited  to  120,  and 
enough  groups  will  be  formed  so  that  the  number  in  each  will  not 
exceed  forty.

"Electrician  (from  top  of  building  from  which  four  wires 
dangled),  'Bill,  catch  hold  of  two  of  them  wires.' 

"Bill,  catching  hold  of  two  wires  replies,  'Bight.' 

"Electrician,  'Feel  anything?' 

"Bill,  'Nope.5 

"Electrician,  'Well  whatever  you  do  don't  touch  them  other 
wires,  there's  20000  volts  in  them.'  " 

It  is  realized  that  unfortunate  experiences  often  give  valuable 
information  but  all  admit  that  it  is  not  a  desirable  way  to 
obtain  it. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Blue  of  Birmingham,  Ala.,  will  give  a  paper  on 
"Dental  Roentgenography"  which  will  also  be  illustrated.  It  was 
stated  in  a  paper  by  Chandler,  which  was  read  before  the  1925 
session  of  the  Virginia  State  Dental  Association,  that  this  sub- 
ject was  discussed  more  and  studied  less  than  any  other  de- 
partment of  dentistry.  This  probably  is  true  and  therefore  all 
should  expect  to  learn  much  from  Dr.  Blue  who  is  a  master  in 
this  line.

ture for  the  visiting  dentists. 

It  is  important  that  every  association  elect  its  delegates  and 
see  that  they  attend,  as  not  only  the  regular  routine  of  the 
business  affairs  of  the  Association  must  be  disposed  of,  but  on 
account  of  the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  John  F.  Biddle,  President- 
Elect,  the  House  of  Delegates  will  be  called  on  at  this  time 
to  elect  not  only  a  President,  but  a  President-Elect  for  the 
ensuing  year.

Let  us  look  forward  to  the  day  when  our  Examining  Boards 
may  have  more  power.  Would  that  the  day  soon  may  come 
when  our  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  may  grant  a  successful 
applicant  a  temporary  license,  with  the  understanding  that  it 
shall  he  their  duty  to  observe  his  work  for  a  period  of  five  years 
and  have  the  power  of  revoking  the  temporary  license  when  his 
work  is  below  our  standard.  Xo  one  who  has  put  forth  an 
honest  effort  for  five  consecutive  years  would  ever  return  to 
makeshift  work.     It  simply  isn't  done. 

ZSTot  only  is  the  personnel  of  our  younger  men  improving, 
but  our  older  members,  through  the  clearing  house  of  our  meet- 
ings, are  attaining  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency,  and  here  again 
it  pleases  us  to  acknowledge  our  debt  to  Virginia — to  Hoggan 
and  Harrison  and  Williams  and  Walden  for  the  splendid  papers 
which  they  have  read  at  our  meetings,  and  to  Simpson  and  Rudd 
and  Wash  and  Jefferies  and  James  and  Pusey  for  the  won- 
derful clinics  which  they  have  shown. 

And  now  we  go  to  Richmond  the  guests  of  the  Virginia  Den- 
tal Association.  We  might  speak  of  courtesy  by  which  we  are 
bound  to  attend  this  meeting,  considering  the  large  number  who 
came  from  Virginia  to  our  meeting  at  Pinehurst,  but  if  our 
consideration  be  purely  a  selfish  one,  how  can  we  afford  to  stay 
away  when  we  see  the  wonderful  program  which  has  been 
arranged  for  us  ? 

This  meeting  stands  for  PROGRESS;  progress  in  efficiency, 
progress  in  good  fellowship.  If  we  would  better  serve  our  fellow 
man,  let  us  not  forego  an  opportunity  which  may  not  come 
again.

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CONSTITUTION 

Article  I — Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  THE  XORTH  CARO- 
LINA DENTAL  SOCIETY,  a  constituent  society  of  the 
American  Dental  Association. 

Article  II — Object 

The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  cultivate  the  art  and 
science  of  Dentistry,  together  with  its  collateral  branches ;  to 
elevate  and  sustain  the  professional  character  of  dentists  ;  to  pro- 
mote among  them  mutual  improvement,  social  intercourse  and 
good  feeling,  and  to  collectively  represent  and  have  cognizance 
of  the  dental  profession  in  Xorth  Carolina. 

Article  III — 2Iembersh ip 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  society  shall  consist  of 
three  classes,  namely :  Active,  Honorary,  and  Life. 

A  c  tive  21  e  mb  e  rsh  ip 

Sec.  2.  Active  membership  shall  consist  of  members  of  the 
dental  profession  who  are  registered  according  to  the  dental 
lavs  of  Xorth  Carolina  and  who  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  a  district  or  component  society  regularly  engaged  in  dental 
practice  in  Xorth  Carolina,  of  creditable  professional  attain- 
ments, and  of  good  moral  character,  having  zeal  for  the  pro- 
fession and  a  proper  regard  for  the  varied  obligations  due  from 
one  member  of  the  profession  to  another. 

Honorary  Members 

Sec.  3.  Honorary  members  shall  consist  of  graduates  of 
regularly  chartered  dental  colleges,  recognized  by  the  National 
Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  who  have  retired  from  practice, 
of  physicians  and  scientists  who  have  made  valuable  contribu- 
tions to  dental  surgery,  and  of  distinguished  visiting  dentists 
from  other  States  and  countries. 

Life  Membership 

Sec.  4.  Life  Membership  shall  consist  of  active  members  who 
shall  have  paid  annual  dues  twenty-five  consecutive  years, 
and  shall  be  exempt  from  dues  thereafter :  Provided,  that  life 
members  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  assessment  to  the 
American   Dental  Association. 
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Eligibility 

Sec.  5.  Any  one  eligible  to  active  membership  shall  not  be 
proposed  for  honorary  membership. 

Article  IV — Officers 

The  officers  of  this  society  shall  serve  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  installed.  They  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  President-elect,  Vice  President,  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, and  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  as  provided  for  in  Article 
9  of  the  By-Lavs. 

Article  V — Examining  Board 

Two  members  of  this  society  shall  be  elected  annually,  at  a 
reg'ular  meeting,  by  ballot,  as  provided  for  in  Article  0  of  the 
By-Lavs,  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  State  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  dental  lavs  of  iSTorth  Carolina,  and  shall  assume  office 
upon  receipt  of  commission  from  Governor,  as  provided  in  the 
Consolidated  Statutes  of  1919,  Article  2,  section  6626. 

Akticle  VI — Impeach meat 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  this  society  may  lie  impeached 
by  three  members  for  malpractice,  unprofessional  or  immoral 
conduct,  or  any  violation  of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and 
Code  of  Ethics  of  this  society. 

Sec.  2.  Charges  against  a  member  shall  be  made  in  writing, 
addressed  to  the  President,  who  shall  refer  the  same  to  tbe 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ethics  for  investigation  and 
action,  if  necessary,  as  provided  for  in  Article  1,  section  VI  of 
the  By-Laws. 

Akticle  VI T — Standing  Committee 

Section  1.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  an- 
nually appointed  by  the  President,  immediately  upon  his  in- 
duction into  office,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates: Executive  Committee,  Ethics  Committee,  Legislative 
Committee,  Program  Committee,  Clinic  Committee,  Oral  Hy- 
giene Committee,  Membership  Committee,  and  such  other  com- 
mittees as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Article  VIII — Division  of  the  State  into  Districts 

Section  1.  The  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  shall  lie 
divided  into  five  component  or  district  dental  societies  repre- 
senting: five  districts  formed    in    such   manner   as  to   divide,   as 
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nearly  as  possible,  tlie  number  of  active  white  dentists  in  the 
State  into  five  equal  parts. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  eaeb  component  or  district  society 
shall  convene  between  September  1st  and  December  31st  and 
elect  delegates  from  their  respective  districts  as  members  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Dental  Society 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  IX — The  House  of  Delegates 

The  House  of  Delegates  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Presi- 
dent-elect, Vice  President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  delegates  from 
each  of  tbe  five  districts,  as  provided  for  in  Article  II  of  the 
By-Laws,  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  members  of 
the  Committee  on  Dental  Ethics,  and  two  members  of  tbe  Xorth 
Carolina  State  Board  of  Examiners,  which  members  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Examining  Board. 

Article  X — Amendments 

The  House  of  Delegates  may  amend  or  alter  this  Constitu- 
tion at  any  annual  session,  due  notice  having  been  given  at  a 
previous  meeting  of  said  annual  session,  provided  unanimous 
consent  may  be  obtained.  Otherwise  all  amendments  must  lie 
on  the  table  until  tbe  annual  session  next  following  their  intro- 
duction, at  which  time  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  will  be 
requisite  for  their  adoption.  In  the  latter  procedure  due  notice  of 
the  substance,  or  if  not  too  lengthy,  the  exact  wording  of  the 
proposed  changes  must  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  with  the  regular  notice  of  the  annual  session. 
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BY-LAWS 

Article  I — Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
this  society,  preserve  order,  regulate  debates,  and  appoint  stand- 
ing committees  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution. 
He  shall  give  deciding  vote  on  all  ties,  except  in  election  of 
officers,  when  he  shall  have  the  same  voting  power  and  privi- 
leges as  other  members ;  call  special  meetings  upon  written 
request  of  a  majority  of  the  officers  of  this  society,  including 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Dental  Ethics, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  to  him,  and  shall  deliver  an  address  at  the  opening 
session  of  each  annual  meeting. 

President-elect 

Sec.  2.  The  President-elect  shall  automatically  become  Presi- 
dent following  the  election  of  officers  one  year  after  his  election 
as  President-elect.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice 
President,  he  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President.  He 
shall  also  serve  as  Director  of  Districts. 

Vice  President 

Sec  3.  The  Vice  President,  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
shall  assume  all  the  duties  of  that  office,  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  President,  Vice  President,  and  President-elect,  a  chair- 
man pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

S  ecret  ary-T  reasurer 

Sec.  -t.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  this  society  and 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  notify  all  officers 
and  committeemen  in  writing  of  their  election  or  appointment. 
He  shall  take  charge  of  all  letters  and  communications  addressed 
to  the  society  and  conduct  its  correspondence,  and  shall  give  due 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  all  annual  and  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  and  any  committee  of  which  he  is  an  ex- 
officio  member,  upon  the  request  of  the  President  or  committee 
chairman. 

He  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  the  Society  from  its  com- 
ponent societies  or  other  sources.  He  shall  transmit  to  the 
General  Secretary  of  the  American  Dental  Association  four 
dollars  ($4.00),  for  each  active  and  life  member  as  dues  to  the 
American  Dental  Association.  He  shall  settle  all  debts  of  the 
Society  on  approval  of  the  President. 
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He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  Clinic 
Committee,  Exhibit  Committee  and  the  Publication  Committee, 
and  shall  publish  the  annual  proceedings  within  four  months 
following  the  annual  meeting,  at  least  two  Bulletins  and  any 
other  notices  and  publications  the  Executive  Committee  may 
deem  necessary. 

He  shall  pay  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  district  dental 
societies  a  sum  equal  to  their  expenditures  for  collecting  the 
annual  dues  or  he  may  furnish  printing  and  postage  for  this 
purpose. 

He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $500.00  and  shall  give 
a  bond  in  such  amount  as  may  be  required  by  the  Executive 
Committee  in  a  surety  company  licensed  to  do  business  in  North 
Carolina,  said  bond  to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Society. 

Executive  Com mittee 

Sec.  5.  The  Executive  Committee,  with  the  President  and 
Secretary  as  ex  officio  members,  shall  have  the  general  superin- 
tendence of  the  affairs  of  this  society,  shall  decide  on  date  of 
annual  meeting,  shall  ascertain  the  qualifications  of  candidates 
for  membership,  and  see  that  they  are  holders  of  dental  licenses 
to  practice  in  North  Carolina. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  Executive  Committee  be 
allowed  to  report  at  any  time  during  any  session  of  the  House 
of  Delegates. 

It  is  also  provided  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  empow- 
ered to  accept  members  into  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society, 
as  provided  for  in  Article  III,  section  2  of  the  By-Laws. 

Committee  on  Dental  Ethics 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Dental  Ethics  shall  constitute  a 
court  for  the  trial  of  members  for  any  violation  of  the  Code  of 
Ethics  adopted  by  the  society,  or  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
for  gross  immorality  or  unprofessional  conduct,  or  for  any  other 
sufficient  cause.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  this 
committee,  after  receiving  a  written  complaint  through  the 
President  of  the  society,  to  furnish  the  other  members  of  the 
committee  a  true  copy  of  the  same  for  examination,  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  committee  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the 
charges  contained  in  the  bill  of  complaint  should  be  investi- 
gated, then  the  chairman  shall  serve  a  copy  of  them  on  the 
accused,  and  shall  appoint  a  time  during  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  society  and  name  hour  and  place  of  said  meeting  for 
hearing  his  defense,  of  which  time  he  and  the  party  making  the 
charges  shall  have  at  least  ten  (10)  days  notice.  If  the  ac- 
cused, in  person  or  by  counsel  (who  shall  be  an  active  member 
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of  this  society)  having  had  a  fair  opportunity  to  hear  the 
evidence  against  him  and  to  make  his  defense,  shall  be  judged 
guilty  by  a  majority  of  the  committee,  said  committee  shall 
affix  and  execute  the  penalty,  which  penalty  shall  be  suspension 
or  expulsion  from  the  society,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House 
of  Delegates.  If,  after  due  notifications,  the  accused  party  or 
his  counsel  shall  fail  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  of  trial 
"without  satisfactory  excuse  rendered  at  this  time,  he  shall  be 
considered  as  admitting  the  charges  against  him,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  sentence  accordingly. 

Legislative  Committee 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Dental  Legislation  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  and  consist  of  five  members,  one  mem- 
ber shall  be  appointed  each  year  to  serve  five  years.  The 
committee  shall  organize,  shall  elect  a  chairman  and  secretary, 
and  shall  adopt  such  regulations  for  the  government  of  its 
action  as  it  may  deem  expedient.  It  shall  expend  money  or 
contract  financial  obligations  only  as  shall  be  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  Executive  Committee,  President  and  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

Program  Committee 

Sec  8.  The  Program  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  shall  consist  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  as  chair- 
man, and  five  additional  members,  one  from  each  district  so- 
ciety, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  a  program  of  scientific 
work  and  order  of  business  for  each  anual  session.  This  com- 
mittee shall  decide  what  sessions  shall  be  devoted  to  papers  and 
discussions,  to  clinics  and  to  other  matters. 

Clinic  Committee 

Sec.  9.  The  Clinic  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  shall  consist  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  as  chair- 
man, and  five  additional  members,  one  from  each  district  society, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  full  charge  of  all  arrangements 
for  the  clinics,  shall  select  clinicians,  decide  what  operations 
are  to  be  performed,  and  make  a  report  of  all  clinics. 

Oral  Hygiene  Committee 

Sec.  10.  The  Oral  Hygiene  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President  and  shall  consist  of  five  members,  one  from  each 
district,  and  its  duties  shall  be  to  gather  and  disseminate  in- 
formation relative  to  public  dental  education,  industrial  den- 
tistry and  oral  hvgiene. 
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Membersh ip  Comm ittee 

Sec.  11.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
President-elect  of  this  Society,  who  shall  be  its  chairman,  and 
the  Secretary-Treasurers  of  the  district  societies.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  endeavor  to  secure  the  reinstate- 
ment to  active  membership  of  such  of  its  members  as  have  be- 
come delinquent  and  to  maintain  an  active  campaign  for  new 
members. 

Exhibit    Committee 

Sec.  12.  The  Exhibit  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, as  chairman,  and  two  additional  members  of 
the  Society,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  and  they 
shall  have  full  control  of  all  exhibits. 

Article  II — House  of  Delegates 

Section  1.  The  House  of  Delegates  shall  conduct  all  the 
business  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Dental  Society  except  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  which  shall  be  at  a  general  session  at  8  o'clock 
on  the  second  evening  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  the  installa- 
tion of  officers,  which  shall  be  the  last  session  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  House  of  Delegates  shall  hold  such  sessions  as 
may  be  necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society. 

Sec.  3.  Each  district  delegation  and  the  Examining  Board 
shall  be  allowed  to  maintain  its  full  quota  at  each  session  of 
the  House  of  Delegates,  substitutes,  when  necessary,  being- 
elected  by  the  attending  members  of  their  respective  organiza- 
tions. 

Sec.  4.  District  societies  with  a  membership  up  to  fifty  shall 
elect  five  delegates  to  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  Xorth 
Carolina  Dental  Society.  Each  district  society  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  additional  delegate  for  every  twenty  members 
regularly  enrolled   thereafter. 

Article  III — Membership 

Section  1.  Candidates  for  membership  in  the  Xorth  Caro- 
lina Dental  Society  may  be  proposed  and  accepted  at  any  regu- 
lar session  of  tin-  House  of  Delegates,  recommendations  for 
same  being  made  in  writing,  accompanied  with  the  initiation 
fee  ot  ten  dollars,  and  signed  by  two  members  of  the  society, 
this  fee  to  lie  accepted  as  the  initiation  fee  and  dues  for  the 
current   year  ending;  December  31st. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  is  empowered  to  accept  as 
members  into  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  such  appli- 
cants as  have  become  members  of  their  district  society,  when 
such  applications  are  accompanied  by  the  proper  fee. 

Honorary  Members,  Nominations,  Etc. 

Sec.  3.  Xominations  for  honorary  membership  must  be  made 
through  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  honorary  member  enter  upon  the  active  prac- 
tice of  dentistry  in  this  State,  his  relation  to  this  society  as 
honorary  member  shall  thereupon  cease.  He  shall  then  be 
eligible  to  election  as  an  active  member,  as  provided  for  in 
Article  III,  section  1  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  IV — Privileges  of  Members 

Section  1.  Active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  debate  and 
vote  on  all  questions  discussed  in  the  Society,  and  be  eligible 
to  any  office  in  its  gift,  except  as  provided  for  in  Article  V, 
section  1  of  the  By-Laws. 

Sec.  2.  Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
meetings  of  the  society  and  have  the  privilege  of  debating  all 
questions  not  involving  expenditures,  but  shall  not  be  eligible 
to  office  or  privilege  to  vote. 

Article  V- — Dues 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  of  this  society  shall  be  ten  dol- 
lars ($10.00),  payable  January  1st  for  the  ensuing  year,  four 
dollars  of  which  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  American  Dental 
Association  as  provided  for  in  Article  II,  sections  1-2-3  of  the 
By-Laws  of  the  American  Association. 

Payment  of  Dues 

Sec.  2.  The  payment  of  dues  to  this  society  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  Article,  section  3,  and  payable  in 
advance  to  the  District  Secretary-Treasurer  in  whose  districts 
the  member  practices,  and  to  which  society  he  must  belong,  as 
provided  for  in  Article  III,  section  2  of  the  Constitution. 

Time  of  Payment  Delinquency 

Sec.  3.  All  dues  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or  before  Janu- 
ary 1st  for  the  current  year.  Any  member  whose  dues  are  not 
paid  on  or  before  January  20th,  for  the  current  year,  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  Journal  of  the  American  Dental 
Association  until  such  dues  are   paid,   suhiect  to  the  rules  of 
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the  Journal.  Any  member  in  arrears  shall  be  disqualified 
from  voting  or  from  being  elected  to  or  holding  any  office  in 
this  Society. 

Dropping  From   the  Roll 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  who  shall  fail  to  pay  his  or  her  dues  for 
one  year  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  membership  and  shall 
not  be  reelected  until  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  his  or  her  one 
year's  arrears  and  a  regular  initiation  fee  for  that  year,  pro- 
vided the  application  is  in  regular  form  and  is  recommended 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  Members  suspended  while  in  service  of  the  World 
War,  for  nonpayment  of  dues,  ma}7"  be  reinstated  upon  applica- 
tion through  the  regular  channels,  accompanied  with  one  year's 
dues.  In  case  the  applicant  desires  to  take  advantage  of  Article 
III,  section  4  of  the  Constitution  relative  to  Life  Membership, 
his  twenty-five  consecutive  years  shall  be  reckoned  by  payment  of 
all  back  dues,  excepting  period  of  active  service  and  illness 
resulting  therefrom. 

Honorary  Members 

Sec.  6.   Honorary  members  are  exempt  from  all  fees  and  clues. 

Life  Members 

Sec.  7.  Life  members  shall  be  exempt  from  all  dues  and  fees 
except  as  provided  for  in  Article  III,  section  4  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

Article  VI — Special  Committees 

Section  1.  Special  committees  shall  be  appointed  in  the 
manner  sanctioned  by  ordinary  usage. 

Sec.  2.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ing and  recorded  fully  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Article  VII — Meetings 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  society  shall  be  held 
annually  at  such  place  as  the  majority  may  decide,  such  de- 
cision to  be  made  immediately  after  the  election  of  officers, 
subject  to  change  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President, 
sanctioned  by  a  majority  of  the  officers  of  this  society,  including 
Executive  Committee  and  Committee  on  Dental  Ethics. 

Article  VIII — Papers,  Etc. 

All  papers  presented  to  and  before  the  society  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  body,  and  the  Secretary  shall  be  the  respon- 
sible custodian  thereof. 
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Article  IX — Election  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  the  order  of  busi- 
ness at  8  o'clock  on  the  second  evening  of  the  animal  meeting, 
and  shall  he  a  general  session. 

Voting 

Sec.  2.  Voting  for  the  elective  officers  of  the  society,  including 
members  of  Examining  Board,  shall  be  by  ballot,  as  follows : 
The  President  shall  appoint  three  tellers  to  receive  and  count  the 
ballots  and  announce  the  result ;  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
name  of  each  active  member  whose  dues  are  paid  for  the  current 
year,  and  the  member  whose  name  is  called  shall  proceed  to  the 
ballot  box  and  deposit  his,  or  her  vote  therein.  The  ballot 
box  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  three  tellers  previously  ap- 
pointed by  the  President,  and  their  duties  shall  be  to  receive 
and  count  the  ballot  and  announce  the  result.  The  majority  of 
the  votes  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice, 
the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  dropped  after  each  counting  of  the  ballot  until  a  candi- 
date shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast:  Prodded, 
that  should  there  be  but  one  candidate  for  a  given  office,  the 
vote  may  be  by  acclamation. 

Article  X — Quorum 

Twenty  active  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Thirty  active 
members  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Dental  Society  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  to  transact  business  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Dental 
Society  in  general  session. 

Article  XI — Representatives 

The  society  may  select  from  its  membership,  at  the  time  of 
the  election  of  officers,  by  ballot  or  otherwise,  representatives 
to  the  American  Dental  Association,  as  provided  for  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  said  American  Dental  Associa- 
tion. 

Article   X 1 1 

Every  member  of  this  society  shall  upon  application  to  the 
Secretary,  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution,  By- 
Laws,   and   Code   of  Ethics.

Article  XIII — Resignation 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  this  society  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  resigning  upon  application  being  made  in  writing,  pro- 
vided all  arrears  due  from  him  to  the  society  have  been  paid. 

Sec.  2.  Resignations  of  officers  shall  not  be  considered  unless 
application  be  made  at  least  three  (3)  months  before  the  ensuing 
regular  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Article   XIV — Officers'   Salary,    Obligations   Incurred 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  not  receive  pay 
for  their  services,  only  as  provided  for  in  Article  I,  section  I 
of  the  By-Lavs,  nor  shall  they  incur  debts  greater  than  the 
income  of  the  society  during  the  year  of  their  tenure  of  office, 
except  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Dental  Society. 

Article  XV — Be  Facto,  Etc. 

The  above  Constitution  and  By-Lavs  embrace  all  the  laws 
governing  this  society,  and  all  others  are  hereby  repealed. 

Article  XVI — Amendments 

The  House  of  Delegates  may  amend  or  alter  this  Constitu- 
tion at  any  annual  session,  due  notice  having  been  given  at  a 
previous  meeting  of  said  annual  session,  provided  unanimous 
consent  may  be  obtained.  Otherwise  all  amendments  must  lie 
on  the  table  until  the  annual  session  next  following  their  intro- 
duction, at  which  time  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  will  be 
requisite  for  their  adoption.  In  the  latter  procedure  due  notice  of 
the  substance,  or  if  not  too  lengthy,  the  exact  wording  of  the 
proposed  changes  must  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  with  the  regular  notice  of  the  annual  session. 

Article  XVII 

Beginning  and  thereafter,  the  Xorth  Carolina 

Dental  Society  shall  be  conducted  under  the  above  Constitution 
and   By-Laws.

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CODE  OF  ETHICS 

Section  1.  In  his  dealings  with  patients  and  with  the  profession, 
the  conduct  of  the  dentist  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  Golden 
Rule,  both  in  its  letter  and  in  its  spirit. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  unprofessional  for  a  dentist  to  employ  letters,  hand- 
lulls,  posters,  circulars,  cards,  signs,  sterooptieon  slides,  motion  pic- 
tures, telephone,  radio,  newspapers,  or  any  kind  of  printed  or  written 
publications,  or  any  other  device  or  means  for  the  purpose  of 

(1)  Advertising  personal  superiority,  or  ability  to  perform  serv- 
ices in  a  superior  manner. 

(2)  Advertising  definite  fixed  prices,  which  in  the  nature  of  the 
professional  service  rendered  must  be  variable. 

(3)  Advertising  statements  that  might  be  calculated  to  deceive  or 
mislead  the  public. 

(4)  Advertising  under  the  name  of  a  corporation,  company,  asso- 
ciation, parlor  or  trade  name. 

(5)  Advertising  special  methods  of  practice  or  peculiar  styles  of 
work. 

(6)  Publishing  reports  of  cases  or  certificates  in  the  public 
prints. 

(7)  Employing,  associating  with  or  making  use  of  advertising 
solicitors  or  free  publicity  press  agents. 

(S)  Giving  a  guarantee  or  warranting  operations  as  an  induce- 
ment to  patronage. 

A  dentist  is  permitted,  however,  to  use  professional  cards  of  suit- 
able size  with  name,  titles,  address  and  telephone  number  printed 
in  modest  type,  and  if  he  confines  his  practice  to  a  specialty  he  may 
announce  it  on  such  cards.  He  may  also  place  a  similar  card  in  a 
newspaper  or  other  publication. 

He  may  also  mail  to  his  patients  a  modest  announcement  inform- 
ing them  of  his  opening,  removal,  absence  from  or  return  to  practice, 
and  the  use  of  simple  appointment  cards  is  also  permitted. 

Sec  3.  It  is  unprofessional  for  dentists  to  pay  or  accept  commis- 
sions on  fees  for  professional  services,  or  for  radiograms,  or  on 
prescriptions  or  other  articles  supplied  to  patients  by  pharmacists 
or  others. 

Sec.  4.  One  dentist  should  not  disparage  the  services  of  another 
to  a  patient.  Criticism  of  operations  which  are  apparently  defective 
may  lie  unjust  through  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  conditions  under 
which  they  were  performed.  But  the  welfare  of  the  patient  is  para- 
mount to  every  other  consideration,  and  should  be  conserved  to  the 
utmost  of  the  practitioner's  ability.  If  he  finds  indisputable  evidence 
that  a  patient  is  suffering  from  previous  faulty  treatment,  it  is  his 
duty  to  institute  correct  treatment  at  once,  doing  it  with  as  little 
comment  as  possible  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  reflection  on 
his  predecessor. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  dentist  is  consulted  in  an  emergency  by  the  patient 
of  another  practitioner  who  is  temporarily  absent  from  his  office, 
or  by  a  patient  who  is  away  from  home,  the  duty  of  the  dentist  so 
consulted  is  to  relieve  the  patient  of  any  immediate  disability  by 
temporary  service  only,  and  then  refer  the  patient  back  to  the  regular 
dentist. 
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Sec.  6.  When  a  dentist  is  called  in  consultation  by  a  fellow  prac- 
titioner, lie  should  hold  the  discussions  in  the  consultation  as  confi- 
dential, and  under  no  circumstances  should  he  accept  charge  of  the 
case  without  the  request  of  the  dentist  who  has  been  attending  it. 

Sec.  7.  The  dentist  should  be  morally,  mentally  and  physically 
clean.  He  should  be  honest  in  all  his  dealings  with  his  fellow  man, 
as  comports  with  the  honor  and  dignity  of  a  cultured  and  professional 
gentleman. 


The  above  is  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  drafted  by  a 
committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  President  McCIung  last  year 
and  also  a  copy  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  of  the  American  Dental  Asso- 
ciation. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  April  12th,  there  will  be  a  meeting  of 
this  Committee,  at  which  time  the  membership  of  the  Society  will  be 
offered  an  opportunity  to  make  suggestions  and  criticisms.  The  Com- 
mittee hopes  that  as  many  as  possible  will  meet  with  them  at  that 
time.

A  REPORT   OF  THE  DISTRICT  SOCIETIES 

Unfortunately  I  have  not  been  able  to  attend  all  the  district 
meetings  during  the  year.  Judging  from  those  I  have  attended 
I  feel  that  I  have  missed  a  great  deal  by  not  being  present  at 
the  other  meetings. 

I  have  attended  all  meetings,  both  regular  and  called,  of  the 
First  District  and  can  definitely  report  that,  despite  the  fact 
that  there  has  not  been  a  meeting  of  the  State  Society  within 
the  confines  of  this  district  since  the  State  was  divided  into  dis- 
tricts, the  boys  of  the  far  vest  are  making  progress  and  are  doing 
a  great  work  for  dentistry  and  humanity.  This  district  has 
established  a  mid-summer  clinic  at  Asheville,  and  last  year  put 
on  one  of  the  best  programs  ever  given  in  the  South.  This 
clinic  is  to  be  a  permanent  affair  and  is  to  be  given  this  year 
on  August  16,  17,  18,  with  even  a  better  program,  if  possible, 
than  last  year.

The  papers  and  clinics  were  both  interesting 
and  instructive  and  the  spirit  that  prevailed  was  laden  with 
harmony  and  success. 

From  programs  and  reports  received  from  all  the  district 
societies  I  am  sure  that  they  are  all  in  a  healthy  condition  and 
are  doing  much  to  advance  the  profession  and  to  benefit  hu- 
manity, thereby  proving  the  wisdom  of  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  in  dividing  the  State  into  sections  and  estab- 
lishing the  district  societies.
